The 
bill is probably dead for this session, and it 
is doubtful if even its chief supporters con- 
template moving to bring it up again. It has 
been conceded, for two days, that a 
motion to take up the) Naval Dill, 
which would displace the Tax-Reduction 
bill, would be a test vote of the strength of 
the latter, and would be equivalent to a vote 
to postpone it until next winter. Mr. Hale, 
after many promises, finally made his motion 
this morning, and after two hours of obftua- 
ry speeches on the Cameron Tax bill 
THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL 
was brought up by a vote of 34 to W. Five 
Republicans—Hale, Hoar, Plumb, Ingalls, 
and McDill—voted with the Democrats 
and carried the motion. Mr. Mor- 
rill himself admits privately that the 
bill has no longer any chance this 
summer, and he says he is disgusted with it. 
Mr. Sherman does not need to say anytiing, 
as the expression of his face indicates the 
great defeat he has met in the matter of the 
sugar amendment, which was inserted in the 
bill reported from the Finance Committee al- 
most solely at his instance.

A Western Senator 
who objected to some features of the bill, 
notably thé tobacco amendment, says that 
he fears the effect of the failure 
to pass the bill will be injurious upon the 
party.

He has been 
one the most earnest advo- 
cates of the necessity of  tax- 
reduction, and he dislikes to relinquish the 
effort to secure this.

PRESIDENT BARRIOS. 


Guatemala’s Rapid Strides in the Ways 
of Civilization Under Mis Beneficent 
Rule, as Related by the Doughty Pres- 
ideat Himself. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 26.—President 

Barrios, of Guatemala, did not go to Niagara 

today, but will leave for New York in the 

morning. He said this evening: S0 one of 
your morning papers announces my depart- 

ure for Niagara Falls today, and adds that I 

ain the father of three children. I will tell 

you conſidentially I am not going to Niagara 

Falls, and also that I am the father of six 

children. The eldest is 7 years of age, and 

is now traveling with me. The youngest 
was born on the 4th of last July in New 

York—an American citizen, you see, 

1 think Madame Barrios, whose 

visit to this country precéded mine, could 

find it if you wanted to see it. I am afraid 
newspapers very seldom tell the truth about 
me. I have too many enemies—Guatemaian 
exiles—who detest me. They obtain the ear 
of your editors and malign me. What is all 

this nonsense about my wishing to form a 

confederacy of the Central American States ? 

Believe me, I attend to the affairs of my 

own Republic, and do not wish to interfere, 

unless molested, with any other nation. My 
visit to the United States has, of course, 

a business object, I have settled 

that. The Government at Washington has 

consented to arbitrate in the boundary 
question between Guatemala and xico. 

As to my@lispute with Mexico, that is a long 

story—too long to tell now; and, besides, you 

probably know all about it. Suflieient to say, 
it is in regard toa strip of territory lying be- 
tween the Tehuantepec Gulf and the Penin- 
sulaof Yucatan. All sorts of ulterior imputa- 
tions have been accredited to me 

foreign papers. I am accused of wish- 
ing to foster an inimical feeling between 

the United States and Mexico. Bah! I 

desire the right of Guatemala—nothing more. 

Listen. I have been called a tyrant—a mili- 

tary despot. have been accused of un- 

heard-of cruelties in securing the Pres- 
dency. Lf people rebel they must expect the 
fate of rebels. If women associate and join 
in acts of rebellion, they must take the con- 
sequences. All has been grossly exaggerated, 

When I assumed power in Guatemala the 

whole country was under the rule of the 

priests, The only coins in circulation were 
ieces of metal cut in the form of crosses. 

There were neither telegraph, railroad, 

nor efficient postal service, and our 

treaties of commerce were of the most 
rudimentary description. I have altered 
everything. First, 1 got rid of the priests. 

I expelled the Jesuits, and I opened the 

doors of the nunneries and the monasteries 

and freed the recluse. Then 1 issued a de- 
cree giving universal religious toleration, 

Next, I inaugurated a system of telegraph 

all over the country. Then I built arailroad. 

S opened a mint, recalled the cross money 

issued proper coins. Finally I effected 

a decent system of

turned my eyes to he comierviel capa- 
bilities of the country, which were in a 
dreadful state of confusion and neglect. I 
have certain treaties with my neighbors and 
other foreign countries.

Four Democratic Couventions Held at 
Vincennes, Iud. - Thomas R. Cobb 
Nominated for Congress. 

Spectai Dispatch to The Chicage Tridbuna 
Vincennes, Ind., July 26.—The unterritied 
Democraty were abroad today, though the 
crowd that assembled were mostly delegates 
to the four conventions held here. There 
was no outpouring of the masses, It was 
simply a large-sized crowd of Democratic 
officeseeKers and aspirants for political glory. 

The Democratic Congressional Convention 

came first in order, and was convened at 1 

o’clock. H. J. Norwell, of Greene County, 

was appointed permanent Chairman; 8. 

Belding, of Daviess County, Secretary. As 

soon as the preliminaries of the convention 

were arranged, Robert H. Cariton, of Law- 
rence County, arose and nominated the Hon. 

Thomas R. Cobb for Congress for this (the 

Second) Congressional. district of Indiana. 

Orange and Sullivan. Counties seconded the 

nomination, and Cobb was unanimously 

made the Democratie standard-bearer. This 
work was all performed in less than fifteen 
minutes, because the Cobb ring had set 
up the e¢onvention, and none but Cobb 
delegates were sent here. Eight counties 
of Indiana are represented in this district 

Knox, Sullivan, Daviess, Lawrence, Greene, 

Orange, Martin, and Duboise, There is great 

opposition to Cobb, but in the several County 

Conventions of the district Cobb setup a 

political job against all competitors, and in 

spite of the earnest protestations of a large 


district succeeded in instructing six out of 
the elght counties for him. After Mr. Cobb 
was nominated he was presented to the con- 
vention, and, amid the lusty shouts of the 
mossbacks, he thanked them for this—the 
fourth—nomination for that office, He 
pledged himself to his constituents, and said 
that during the lastsession of Congress he 
had endeayored to serve his country by pre- 
senting one bill te that body. This 
bill provided for the forfeiture by 


railroads of certain millions of acres of 
lands in the West. He put the figures at 
130,000,000, of acres--48,000,000 from the 
Northern Pacific Railroad and 13,000,000 from 
the Texas Pacific, enumerating many more 
millions of acres which he had virtuously 
proposed to take from the grasp of invidious 
railroad monopolies’ in order that they 
couldn’t get the $20 per acre for it, woes 
this money should goto the Governme 
Of course this all sounded real frightful, and 
caused the unwashed; to think Mr. Cobb a 
great and good Representative. He objected 
also to thé appropriations made by the last 
Congress, claim that this session had ap- 
ropriated $25,000,000 more than last year. 
le said more than 800.000, 00 had 
been appropriated by Congress this 
term, outside of deficiencies and pen- 
sions. He strongly objected to th

Sullivan County was two-thirds in favor of 
the Hon. Henry K. Wilson, of Sullivan, 
They were the representative Democrats of 
Sullivan County, but Wilson is an anti-Cobb 
man, and Knox County Cobb men set to work 
to nominate Jacob Earnest, of Sullivan 
County, for the place. Wilson was the peo- 
ple’s choice, and Earnest was the candidate 
ofan uninfluential clique, which would have 
no show at all had it hot been for Con- 
gressman Cobb’s antipathy to Wilson.

A CARDINAL IN CHICAGO. 
The report of the elevation by the Roman 


the residence of one of the Princes of the 
church comes from London, and is probably 
correct, Such matters are not acted on 
hastily in Rome, and in selecting the locality 
where the second American Cardinal should 
reside it is altogether probable and natural 
that the choice should fall on Chicago. The 
children and followers of the Church of 
Rome already constitute in the United 
States a large and influential element of the 
population. South and Central America 
were the earlier seats of the Roman Catholic 
Church in this hemisphere, and the church 
was supplied with a numerous hierarchy 
long before the Catholic faith was 
preached, in what is now known 
as the United States. The Spanish 
portions of America were supplied with 
stately and costly churches, with cathedrals, 
and colleges, and convents, and monasteries 
long before there was a single Bishop of the 
church in this country. The oldest Catholic 
churches now in this country have been 
brought into it by political annexation. With 
Florida, California, and New Mexico there 
came to be included in this country churches, 
and missions, and dioceses of ancient date. 
The Cathedral of Santa Fé in New Mexico 
was built many centuries ago by contribu- 
tions of building material from old Spain, and 
after sleeping during several centuries the 
church in that part of the world is recovering 
some vigor under a flag, and a Government, 
anda people not dreamed of when the orig- 
inal Santa Fé was founded. The universality 
claimed for the church seems to demand that 
North America shall be represented among 
the Princes of the church, particularly as it 
is recognized that of the world-gathered pop- 
ulation which is peopling this continent that 
church is to have a liberal proportion. 

Here in this compaaghlvely ow world the 
church claims to be making its greatest prog- 
ress, and here it is exhibiting the greatest 
increase in the number of its Bishops and 
clergy. ‘The number of its archdioceses, 
dioceses, colleges, academies, and institutions 
of all kinds in this country is rapidly on the 
increase, and hence a few years ago there 
was a Cardinal selected to represent the 
American Church, and now, should this re- 
port prove correct, there will be a second. 

In all parts of the world there is no city so 
well advertised as is Chicago. Its history is 
known to the people ot all climes. The fame 
of this city as the great food market of 
America is world-wide. In all parts of the 
earth the poor, the suffering, the victims of 
want, famine, and distress are well informed 
of Chicago, the storehouse of bread and the 
place whence comes the meat that is cured 
and sent forth to feed the world. The 
growth and progress of this metropolis of 
food supplies of America, marvelous as it is, 
in factis magnified by the fame which has 
been spread concerning it. The fire ot ten 
years ago has made its name even more 
universal, and in the minds of people of other 
nations Chicago is recognized as not only 
great already, but destined to be the great 
centre of commercial empire and of wealth 
and population of the mighty Republic. 
The Catholic Church, in marking out the 
great centres of its government in this coun- 
try, naturally has taken cognizance of the 
present position and growth and the prospect- 
ive future of a great metropolis like this, and 
the selection of Chicago as the seat of a 
Cardinal’s chair is nothing but a proper and 
reasonable recognition of the world’s expec- 
tation in the early future. | 
While the appointment of Archbishop 
Feehan is a becoming dignity worthily be- 
stowed upon him because of his many quali- 
ties, episcopal and personal, we suppose theré 
will be no doubt that the bestowal of the high 
honor by the church has been more strongly 
commended to the Sacred College because of 
the happy combination of an exemplary 
prelate and the fact that he holds the Archi- 
episcopal See of the City of Chicago. In 
another column of the paper will be found 
a sketch of the official life and career of the 
Archbishop.

MR. BLAINE’S VINDICATION. 
The letter of William Henry Trescott to 
Mr. Blaine completes the vindication of the 
latter. Mr. Trescott has been a confidential 
agent of the State Department for many 
years. He is almost the only trained diplo- 
matist our Government has had in its service 
since the War. Even before the War he was 
employed by the State Department on 
special missions and as draughtsman of 
diplomatic correspondence. His services 
were called into requisition by Fish and 
Evarts as well as by Blaine. He was one of 
the special Commissioners sent to China by 
President Hayes and Secretary Evarts to 
negotiate the new immigration treaty. His 
reputation as a cautious diplomatist is above 
cavil or reproach. 

Mr. Trescott was sent as a Special Envoy 
to the belligerents in South America by Mr. 
Blaine. His instructions were full and pre- 
cise, They were submitted to him, as is 
customary, before his departure, and some 
changes in their phraseology were made at 
his suggestion. It is impossible that Mr. 
Trescott should not have known what his 
instructions meant, and if they had indicated 
any reversal or modification of the previous 
policy of the Government he would be the 
one man in the United States most likely to 
be informed of the change. Mr. Trescott's

‘He acted the part of a mediator between the 


combatants from the beginning. He is now 
firmly convinced that his mission would have 
been successful in this respect if it had not 
been for the premature publication of his in- 
structions by Mr. Blaine’s successor. 

The Cochet claim was rejected by Blaine 
utterly, as Trescott testifies. The Landreau 
claim was simply recommended to the good 
offices of Minister Hurlbut, The instruc- 
tions were to ask that Landrean should be 
heard before a competent Peruvian tribunal, 
and that peace involving a partition of terri- 
tory should not be made in disregard of the 
rights which he might be found, after a ju- 
dicial inquiry and determination, to possess. 


This was certainly a moderate request to 


make. If Huribut had acted upon it and 
caused the appointment of a commission to 
examine the Landreau claim no blame could 
possibly attach to the State Department on 
this account. But Mr. Trescott positively 
avers that Hurlbut did not in any way bring 
the claim to the consideration of the Peru- 
vian Government. Trescott’s statement on 
this point is so explicit and conclusive that it 
is worthy of literal quotahon; 1 


Under the restrictions of your instruc- 
tions, Gen. Huribut, although himself approv- 
ing the justice of Landreau’s claim in his dis- 
patch of Sept. 14, 1881, never brought it in any 
way to the consideration of the Peruvian Gov- 
ernment. During my wission in South America 
I never referred to it, so that in point of fact 
during your Secretaryship the Landreau claim 
was never mentioned either to the Chilian or 
‘Peruvian Government by the Ministers of 
United States. It could not, therefore, have 
affected the then pending diplomatic questions 
in the remotest degree. 


In view of the fact that Mr. Blaine has 
been severely censured by the foreign press 
of New York City during the last six months 
for his alleged connection with the Landreau 
„job,“ this testimony must be most wel- 
come to him. The gravamen of young Bel- 
mont’s charge against Blaine was that he 
had pressed this claim against Peru at a time 
when it was greatly embarrassed and had no 
regular tribunals to adjudicate such matters. 
Mr. Blaine’s defense is as complete as that of 
the man who said that “the kettle was 
cracked when he borrowed it, whole when 
he returned it, and that he never had the ket- 
tle.’ The Landreau claim was approved 
by Congress, urged by Mr. Fish and 
Mr. Evarts, and presented by them 
for the consideration of a competent 
Peruvian tribunal. Mr. Blaine advised 
Hiuribut to have a care lest this claim, which 
had been adopted by the State Department 
for many years as deserving of adjudication, 
should be lost sight of in the partition of 
Peruvian territory. Hurlbut was instructed 
to take a favorable opportunity for bringing 
the matter to the attention of the Peruvian 
Government. But the favorable moment 
never came. The claim never was urged. 
Hence it is impossible that Peru should have 
been harassed or embarrassed as young 
Belmont and his New York fnends have al- 
leged. The defense of Mr. Blaine by Mr. 
Trescott is complete. The envy or malice of 
his partisan enemies in New York cannot 
harm him further. Their violence and preju- 
dice must react against them and in his 
favor. |

THE TAX ON QUININE. 

At the first meeting of the Tariff Commis- 
sion there appeared a committee of suffering 
druggists demanding in the name of Amer- 
ican labor“ that there be a protective duty 
levied on quinine. This isan old question 
upon which the American people have long 
since made their decision. Theraw material 
of the bark is obtained free of duty, and the 
costof manufacture—that is, the sum paid for 
labor—is comparatively nominal. The Amer- 
ican manufacturers had a protected monopo- 
ly of the drug during many years, the few 
firms making during that time immense fort- 
unes, all extorted from the sick and the suf- 
fering. Quinine has become a universal 
medicine; itisin demand at every bedside, 
and is essential in every family. It is the 
universal specific in every case of fever. 
Congress a few years ago, yielding to 
the universal demand of the country, repealed 
the tax on the drug, but in the first rank of 
those now clamoring for a renewal of the 
tax in behalt of the one or two manufacturers 
are the men who want to place the tax-gather- 
ersat the bedside of every fever-stricken per- 
son in the land. The rate of tax demanded 
by these people was 20 per cent. In other 
words, that a bounty or donation of 20 cents 
on the dollar be voted by law to the few per- 
sons engaged in the manufacture. Consid- 
ering the amount of quinine ¢onsumed in 
this country this tax, or penalty for being 
sick, isan enormous one. In the fiscal year 
1881 the value of the sulphate of quinine im- 
ported was in excess of $1,000,000, and that at 
a cost greatly less than the price of quinine 
before the tax was removed. Even on that 
quautity the tax would have beeu $200,000, 
but, adding the tax to the imported and to the 
domestic product, it would have probably 
reached nearly a million of dollars, besides 
leading, because of the monopoly, to an in- 
crease in the price, in addition to the tax. 
The “labor” to be protected by levying a tax 
of $1,000,000 for making a remedy for fever 
is purely nominal, 


UNCLE SAMMY TILDEN. 

In 1880 Uncle Sammy Tilden was the vie- 
tim ofa queer hallucination. He thought 
the Democratic National Convention might 
be relied upon to tender him the Presidential 
nomination without his being put to the 
preliminary cost and trouble of “setting it 
up.”

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A CURIOUS DISCREPANCY. 

The New York Evening Post has been an- 
alyzing the last report of the Post-Office De- 
partment, being for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1881, and finds therein some discrep- 
ancies of a very extraordinary character, 
which appear all the more strange since 
there is no evidence and no probability that 
the discrepancy is dueto any fraud in the 
department itself. The figures submitted 
by the Post are certainly very startling, and 
have already puzzled the Postmaster of New 
York, to whom they have been submitted, 
and are sufficiently suggestive to call for the 
examination of the department statisticians. 

According to the report itself the value of 
ordinary postage-stamps issued during the 
year was $24,040,627; newspaper and period- 
ical stamps, $1,398,674; special stamps, 8254, 
300; postal-cards, $3,086,605; stamped envel- 
opes, newspaper wrappers, official stamps, 
etc., $4,545,196; total, $34,625,435. The Post 
then estimates upon the actual amounts of 
mail matter carried during the year, and its 
estimates are pronounced as even under the 
mark by the Postmaster of New York, as fol- 
lows: 1,046, 107,345 first<lass letters, $31,383,- 
220; postal-cards, 324,556,440, $3,245,564; 
second-class matter, 69,952,422 pounds, $1,- 
339,048; third-clasS matter, 468,738,312 pack- 
ages, $4,687,283; fourth-class matter, 8,548. 
848 pounds, $1,367,815: fees for registered 
letters and parceis, expended in stamps, 
$712,882. Total, $42,795,814, which the 
amount of matter transported should have 
paid the department.. The comparison of 
totals in figures stands thus:

Commenting upon the discrepancy, the 
Post says: 

The immesse deficiency in the number of 
postage stamps sold according to the depart- 
ment’s figures is made especially striking by 
adding together the postage values of the letters 
and postai cards which made up the first-class 
mail. By so doing we obtain the sum of 884.28. 
784. If we deduct from this the $34,625,435 of 
postage stamps sold, without allowing for the 
special stamps and wrap 
we have a deticiency of $3,348—leaving the whole 
of the second, third, aud fourth class mails to 
be carried for nothing. and treating registration 
as free. If the $1,306,674 of newspaper and per- 
lodical stamps and the $431,154 of newspaper 
wrappers be deducted from the sum total of 
stamps sold, and the remainder be deducted 
from the value of the first-class mail., a deficiency 
of $1,833,177 appears in the revenue from that 
class of matter alone. 


When submitted to the Postmaster of New 
York,that official was surprised at the figures, 
and, while a¢knowledging their general cor- 
rectness, he declared his inability to explain 
the discrepancy, though he offered some 
suggestions which he thought would explain 
in part the puzzle, such as making an allow- 
ance for the issued stamps on hand at the 
beginning of each year, the impossibility of 
actually counting every piece of mail matter, 
and the tendency to exaggerate totals, and 
the fraudulent reuse of stamps. None of 
these reasons sufficiently account, however, 
for the disparity. The reuse of stamps, though 
it can easily be done by various modes of 
washing out) the cancellation, can hardly 
figure to any appreciable extent in pro- 
ducing an eight-million-dollar deficien- 
cy. Nor is it possible that the 
sale of washed stamps could be carried on 
to any extent without discovery. The source 
of this discrepancy must evidently be sought 
forin some other direction. It is a fifteen- 
fourteen puzzle which ought to be submitted 
to the Post-Office Department itself, and now 
that its attention has been called to the mat- 
ter it will without doubt cheerfully comply, 
especially as what seems difficult of solution 
to the lay mind may be very easy in official 
circles. Eight millions seem a vast sum to 
the people at large, and in these days of star- 
route villainies even the suspicion that that 
amount may have fallen out of the machine 
somewhere is sufficient to cause a nervous 
apprehension. It will bea pleasant task to 
explain the milk in the postal cocoanut, and 
it will greatly relieve the people at large to 
have it explained, if only as a puzzle in 


figures.

Neither he nor the other Democratic Prohi- 
bitionists of Missouri desire recruits from 
the Republican party under the false pre- 
tense that the Democracy is to be converted 
into an organized defender of the liquor in- 
terest. A similar indisposition was mani- 
fested by the late Democratic Convention in 
Ohio, which adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the Democratic pArty has ever 
maintained and still steadfastly adberes to the 
doctrine of tne largest liberty consistent with 
the public welfare, and is opposed to legislation 
merely sumptuary. 

Now, as Mr. Brooks very well points out, 
prohibitory liquor laws are not sumptu- 
ary’’ in their nature. If they were, they 
would be repugnant to the Constitution of 
the United States, and would be invalid. 
Sumptuary laws are defined both by Webster 
and Worcester to be such as restrain or 
Umit the expenses of citizens in apparel, 
food, furniture, or the like.“ When the Ohio 
Democracy declare that they are opposed to 
legislation merely sumptuary, they in effect 
say that they do not wish to have the cost of 
their garments or their houses arbitrarily 
fixed for them by the Legislature. 
olution in favor of the largest liberty consist- 
ent with the public welfare“ is meaningless, 
It is a direct bid for the Democratic teetotal 
vote, which in Ohio, as in most other States, 
though it is not large, is enough to hold the 
balance of power in close elections. 

Tux TRIBUNE is well known to be opposed 
to coercive teetotalism as such. Its record 
in tnis respect has been consistent and un- 
equivocal. It may speak, therefore, with the 
frankness of a friend when it warns the Ger- 
man Republicans that they are making an 
enormous blunder in dragging this question 
into politics.

Tur English papers are inclined to believe 
that the torpedo of the future has been found 
in Australia. It is called the Brennan torpedo, 
and has been tested with complete success. It 
is propelled in a sort of crab fashion—that is, it is 
propelled forward at the rate of from fifteen to 
twenty knots per hour by an engine which drives 
two drums, whose duty it is to wind in two steel 
wires. The rapid uncoiling of these wires in the 
torpedo from two small corresponding: reels 
gives them anexceedingly high velocity, and 
these reels are connected with the shafts of the 
two propellers that drive the torpedo through 
the water. In addition to its velocity the tor- 
pedo, by a skiliful mechanical arrangement, can 
be steered with all the accuracy of a steam 
pinnace, and should it miss its object it can be 
recovered by the wires. The London Standard 
says: 

Many experiments have been recently made 
at Woolwich, and more especially at Chatbam, 
and there seems little doubt,as far as can be 
seen at present, that the new torpedo will prove 
most valuable for the defense of harbors and 
creeks, even if the peculiar mode of propulsion 
should be found impracticable on boa ship. 
It should have been mentioned that the course 
the torpedo is taking is indicated to the operator 
at the steering-gear by a slight steel teleseopic 
mast, carrying a pennon, which, when not in 
use, is folded along the buck of the fish. 

Meanwhile as an offset to the torpedo an En- 
giish officer has constructed a machine which he 
claims will discover and give warning of a sub- 
merged torpedo or any metallic obstruction. It 
is worked by electricity, and when the battery is 
on and a metallic body approaches it, it gives 
warning by a loud noise through the telephone. 
It is to be hoped it will work better than a simi- 
lar instrument for the location of metal sub- 
stances which the American people will well 
remember. If it does not, it will be a poor pro- 
tection against torpedoes.

five minutes pagt6 a. m. (the difference in the 
time between Alexandria and London being as 
nearly as may be two hours), so that the mes- 
sage reached this office within about thirty-five 
minutes from the time it was dispatched from 
Alexandria.” As to the direction of telegraph- 
ing, the same paper says: At present the 
Eastern Telegraph Company’s ship is moored 
about four miles from Alexandria, and has 
on board the cables by which she can commu- 
nicate with Malta and Cyprus. The land 
lines in Egypt are now cut, and the company has 
moored a large lighter, with their staff on board, 
three miles from the shore at Suez, from where 
they can telegraph to Aden and Bombay. Tele- 
grams are coming from Suez round by Bombay 
and the Indo-European line through Persia, and 
going round back to the company’s floating sta- 
tion at Alexandria.” The telephone aiso comes 
in for a share of praise. During the bombard- 
ment a telephone was attached at Malta to the

with the otherend of the cable on board the 
Chiltern of Alexandria. It was found that ow- 
ing either to the distance or to the vibration 
caused by the firing a verbal message could not 
be sent, but the firing was distinctly heard at 
Malta—a distance ot more than a thousand miles.

BAYREUTH, July 26.—The Herald’s special 
says: If Bayreuth looked strange yesterday, 
today it has been quite unrecognizable.

Inside the theatre 
at half-past 3 p. m. the scene was very inter- 
esting, but not brilliant. The house was 
not finely lighted,and there was a remark- 
able absence of handsome toilets. Few men 
were in full dress, and the majority of the 
ladies were in hats and street dresses. Even lu 
the Princes’ gallery, the Kings’ box was 
empty. . On the right-hand side of the Prin- 
ces’ gallery were the Grand-Dukes of Saxe- 
Weimar, Saxe-Meinengen, Mecklenberg- 
Schwerin, and the Duchess of Edinburg and 
suites.

The overture was then 
begun, as it proceeded, the lights were 
turned ually down until the house was 
in almost complete darkness, when the cur- 
tain went up. The first act was admirably 
given. The scenery was very beautiful, and 
no hitch occurred in the intricate machinery. 
The work of the singers was excellent, and 
this was true, indeed, of all three acts 
There was no such accident as marred the 
production of the Ring des Nibelungen.“ 

THE CAST 
was very strong, and the scenic effects were 
remarkable. Materna distinguished herself 
signally, singing with all the breadth, intelli- 
gence, and finish which marked her work in 
New York. Her acting was strong and pict- 
uresque, but notexaggerated. Winkelmann 
make a capital Parsifal.

Con- 
siderable enthusiasm was manifested after 
the first and second acts, but there was 
less after the third act. After the first 
act Wagner was called for and made a short 
speech, deprecating being called for. After 
the third act he was again summoned, and 
made a short speech, culogizing the art- 
ists, and on the conclusion of his re- 
marks he led a round of vehement ap- 
plause for them.

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 
A CONSULTATION WITH ASSISTANT-SECRE- 
TARY PRENCH. 

New York, July 26.—The Tariff Commis- 
sion held a long public consultation this 
morning at Long Braach with Henry F. 
French, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 
He stateil that he had made a few brief notes 
as to the importance of simplicity in the ar- 
rangement of tables and classification, espe- 
cially with a view to avoiding ambiguities. 
The duties of customs oflicers were essen- 
tially two: classification of goods and val 
uation of goods. The first was the duty of 
the Colleętor; the second the duty of the Ap- 
praiser. From decisions of the Collector 
there was an appeal to the Secretary of 
the ‘Treasury. He (French) had 
charge of those appeals as Assistant 
Secretary, and generally decided them in 
conjunction with the head of the customs 
division, but where the point involved is of 
great importance he submits it to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who, if in doubt, takes 
the opinion of the Attorney-General, or So- 
licitor-General. The matter is frequently 
brought for final decision to the courts, and 
the result is often different in different juris- 
dictions. That is, in New Orleans there may 
be one decision of the question, and in New

He thouglit the commission should be able 
to so arrange duties (on steel and iron, for 
instance) that there should not be the incon- 
sistencies which now exist.

Further Facts Concerning Hudson Bay. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, July 26.—The Bishop of Mosoo- 
nee, wha has already been interviewed at 
Montreal and Ottawa respecting the charac- 
ter of the Hudson Bay country, is here, and 
gives additional information regarding the 
navigation of Hudson Bay. He says: 

To ascertain what can be done with the Hud- 
son’s Bay and straits, the Government ought 
to send a steamer there to navigate the straits, 
and keep her there a whole year. I think there 
is open water in the straits throughout the year, 
because open water can be seen at Fort 
Churchill even in the depth of winter. The 
difficulties of navigating the Hudson's Bay 
straits arb very great. When I came through 
the straits in the month of July, 182, we 
experienced much difficuity and very much 
danger. In places che straits were quite 
impassable sometimes for many hours to- 
gether, owing to the heavy floes and 

igantic icebergs. While in the Hudson's 

ay | was detained for three weeks in one place, 
the vessel being utterly unable to move, owing 
to the ice by which we were surrounded. Dur- 
ing that time we could not get sight of the sun 
to ascertain our whereabouts from the constant- 
ly prevailing fog. At times James’ Bay is clear

Frauds on the Customs.

MONTREAL, Ont., July 26.—Fresh frauds 
upon the Canadian customs are being brought 
to light almost daily. The tea frauds are to 
some extent the outcome of the present ab- 
surd tariff system which places all sorts of 
obnoxious restrictions upon the import trade. 
A few days ago the seizure of a large con- 
signment was reported, the consignees being 
Messrs. Kirk, Lockerby & Co. The goods 
were valhed at about $30,000, and the ques- 
tion was whether they had been imported di- 
rect from the place of growth or purchased 
in the United States. Teas imported direct are 
admitted free into Canada, but if purchased in 
the United States a discriminating duty of 10 
per cent ad valorem is imposed. This dis- 
crimination has been adopted for the purpose 
of encouraging direct trade with China and 
Japan, After investigation, the Minister of 
Customs has declared the seized tea to be an 
importation from the United States, and 
therefore subject to the 10 per cent duty.

MONTREAL, July 26.—The Belgian broker 
Duchaine, arrested here some days ago and 
held for extradition on a charge of extensive 
embezzlement, was discharged today on a 
technicality, but was at once rearrested un- 
der a warrant from the Court of Queen’s 
Bench. The first warrant was worded: 
“In accordance with the extradition treaty 
between England and Belgium, which pro- 
vides* that any police magistrate 
may igsue such a warrant.” By 
the Dominion extradition act of 
1877 this authority was vested in the Judges 
of the Queen’s Bench and Superior Court, 
and not in the poliee magistrate. This act, 
although passed in 1877, only came in force 
last spring, as certain portions wére objected 
to by the British Government as giving too 
much power to the Minister of Justice to re- 
fuse extradition. These objections were 
overcome during the last session of Parlia- 
ment at the suggestion of the British Foreign 
Office, when the objectionable portions were 
eliminated. It is probable that Duchaine 
will ultimately be surrendered to the Belgian 
authorities and taken across the Atlantic.

Before the Opera at Baireuth. 

A correspondent at Baireuth gives some 
interesting incidents in connection with the 
performance of Parsifal,“ and also gives 
some idea of the necessary preliminary work 
before the actual presentation of the opera. 


Of the stage he says: 

The dimensions are very large, % feet in 
breadth by 79 in depth. with a second stage be- 
hind the tirst one, 49 feet broad and 40 deep, 
which is practigally one with the first stage, so 
that if necessary a stage depth of 119 feet can be 
secured. There is an excavation under the 
— — feet deep, and above the stage there is 
sufficient hight to lift the largest scenes bodily 
out ot sight. The total hight of thes from 
the bottom of the cellar to the “* pulley-floor’”’ is 
176 feet. The mechanical devices are admirable. 
They have been designed by the first theatrical 
mechanicians in Germany, and no expense has 
been spared to make them as perfect as possible. 

The writer also furnishes an interesting ac- 
count of Wagner’s method of conducting a 


rehearsal: 

Suddenly Wagner, who had been in alittle 
garden just outside the theatre, camein. He 
was dressed in a light drab overcoat and a dark 
coat, which were both thrown open, in a white 
waistcoat and a pair of very light trousers, and 
he bad a huge biack necktie, which spread out 
Over bis overcoat. face was the same to 
which we are accustomed in the pictures, and 
from where I sat I could see very littie change 
in him except that his hair was somewhat grayer 
than it used fo be. He walked briskly across 
the stage, stopping to speak to one or two of the 

ple, then over a temporary bridge which has 
n built across the “mystic chasm to give 
to the auditorium, and took his seatin 
the middie of the front row. There was a mo- 
mentary bush, Levi's voice was heard from be- 
hind the eurved screen over the “mystic 
chasm,’ and the rehearsal of the firat act began. 
The leading singers were ali in their places 
atthe front of stage. On the right was 
Jiger, leaning back in nis seat, attentive but 
comparatively indifferent, for be was not to sing. 
Next him was Materna, in a pretty Parisian cos- 
tume a big Gainesborough bat, with ber 
arm on the back of her chair and her head in her 
band, evidently concentrating ber mind on her 
work. Next ber came Siebr, the Gurnemanz; 
then Keichmann, then Winkelmann, then three 
or four of the minor singers. In the second row 
were Fuchs, Hill, and one ortwo others. Some 
of the singers who were not yet perfect in their 
parts had their scores in theiriaps. After the 
music n everthing went on smoothly enough 
for a while, Levi stopping the orchestra occa- 
sionally to make a suggestion, but Wagner sit- 
ting perfectly still, with Fischer, Levis assist- 
ant, beside him. Suddenly Wagner's voice was 
heard, there was a sudden pause, and open flew 
a little trap in the screen just over Levi's bead. 
Through this Wagner and Levi held an carnest 
colloquy for a moment, then the trap was closed 
and te rehearsal went on. Now and again 
Wagner's voice would be heard out of the dark- 
ness calling out a suggestion to some one on the 
stage, and the interviews with Levi through the 
little trap-door were very frequent, but that was 
ali. At last there was an incident. A brass 
band had been playing behind the scenes, and 
whea it had finished Wagner stop the orches- 
tra and called out Herr Moritz!“ Herr Moritz, 
the custodian of the theatre and a sort of fac- 
totum of “The Master, came out from the side 
and Wagner said, Herr Moritz, be good enough 
to tell the band that that was very good. One 
could fancy the pleased faces of t das they 
tucked their trumpets and trombones under 
their arms and weht away to supper. Mean- 
while the male chorus. which had not yet been 
employed, bad come in and were standing in a 
semicircle with one of their chorus-masters 
in the middie. The e was reached 
where Parsifal shoots We swan, the chorus- 
master beat time frantically with his hand 
and the chorus broke out into their expres- 
sions of horror at the outrage, the orcbestra go- 
ing on all the while. But the passage did not go 
right at first, and there was another sto 
more colloquies between Levi and agner 
through thé trap, a repeat, and then at last 
everything went smoothly. And so the rehearsal 
went on, Levi correcting every fauit that be 
noticed in singers or orchestra, and Wagner 
keeping a sharp eye on both and on Levi as well. 
What impressed one most about it ail was the 
extreme thoroughness with which each point 
was gone over by Wagner and Levi on the one 
hand and the intense earnestness and attention 
of the rson the other. At last, after two 
hours and a half of this hard work, the end of 
the first scene of the act was reached, and there 
was a pause of ten minutes, dur which every- 
body purried out to ta breath of fresh air, 
only to burry iuto the atre again to have an 
hour or two more ot it.

A JEWISH COLONY. 


The Practical Way in Which Seventy- 
five Russians Mave Been Melped in 
the Time of Their Trouble.

CINCINNATI, O., July W. -A colony of sev- 
enty or seventy-five Russian Jews, in charge 
of Leo Wise and Charles K. Davis, left this 
evening for Kansas, where they will de per- 
manently located on farms under the auspices 
of the Hebrew Emigrant Aid Society of this 
city.

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A Horrible Tragedy Perpetrated at 
the Bridewell Tuesday 


Night. 


One Prisoner Beats Another One to 
Death Without.Creating Any 
Disturbance. 


The Victim Slain with His Wooden Leg 
in the Hands of an Idiot. 


A brutal homicide, which was at first termed a 
murder, but which was afterward clearly proven 
to be the horribie freak of an irresponsible 
idiot, was perpetrated some time during Tues- 
day night in one of the little prison-cells at the 
bridewell. There were no witnesses to the awful 
deed, and the discovery that it had been com- 
mittea was not made until one of the prison- 
sweepers went to the cell about 6 o'clock yester- 
day morning and saw the ghastly corpse lying 
on some biood-stained bed-clothes by the side 
of the innocent-looking wretch who 
bad done the killing. Both men were prisoners 
at the institution and companions in the same 
cell. The dead man was dd and a cripple, ha v- 
ing a wooden leg. and it was this artiticial 
feature of his anatomy that his feliow prisover, 
a strong young fellow, used as a weapon with 
which ta do the diabolical act, the old man’s 
brains being fairly beaten out by the idiotic 
young fiend. The name of the latter is John 
Prindell, a German 20 years old, and the name of 
his victim was William J. Clark, 48 years oid. 
Prindell was sent to the bridewell June 17 by 
Justice Wallace on a fine of $50 and costs for 
disordtriy conduct. Superintendent Felton 


and the guards at once saw plainly—something 
which should have been discovered by the Jus- 
tice and dalied to the attention of t Couaty 
Physician—that 

PRINDELL WAS A DECIDED CRANK. 


Although young and strong he aetualiy did not 
know enough to perform the simplest «ind of 
labor or to carry on an Intelligent conversanon 
even in bis native tongue. e was therefore 
kept in his cell almost continually. However, 
be was never violent, and was aimost looked 
upon by the guards asa barmiless idiot. Prin- 
deli was alone occupying cell 35, first 
tier, when Clark came to the institu- 
tion Tuesday afternoon about 5 o'clock. 
having been sent out by Justice Ingersoll on 
fine of $10 and costs for disorderly conduct. Af- 
ter getting a bath and douning the stripes, Clark 
was assigned to the same cell with Prindell. be- 
ing locked up about the time the gang came in 
from work. 


„ Right here it should be observed that Mr. Fel- 


ton has exactiy 287 cells, each one only 4x7 feet, 
for the accommodation of nearly 600 male pris- 
oners. The cells were constructed with the idea 
of accommodating but one prisoner each, and if 
the number of cells had increased as the city in- 
creased, 7 terrible affair at the insti- 
tution would not have occurred. 

Ot course not the siightest apprehension was 
telt when Prindell and Clark were locked up to- 
gether that the former would offer any violence 
to the cripple, whom he received witb a vacant 
stare.

NOT DISTURBED DUBING THE NIGHT. 


At s o'clock yesterday morning, when William 
Ficke, a convict who does service a8 a sweeper, 
went to Np. 2 he found Prindell standing 
closely against the littie iron-bound door. 
catching sight of Ficke, Prindeli rather hastily 
exclaimed:| Don't sweep here—uo use—no 
use.”” And when the sweeper attempted to eu- 
ter the cell the young German at first pushed 
him back. As Prindeii’s hands were still fright- 
fully blood-stained, Ficke naturaily suspected 
something was wrong, and finally entered the 
cell far enough to catch a glimpse of the cor 
It was lying on the rude cot, the feet toward the 
door of the cell. The whoie left side 
of the head had been battered out 
of all semblance to human shape, brains, 
clotted blood and tuftsof hair being smeared 
about in a sickening mass, over whicha swarm 
of flies were humming. One of che dead man's 
eyes had been driven in out of sight, and the 
blood from the battered bead had dripped from 
the bed-clothes and formed a pool on the stone 
floor.

THE HEAVY WOODEN LEG. 
It was still marked with blood, although Prin- 
dell, with some vague idea, probably, of con- 
cealing evidences of guilt, had endeavored to 
wipe off the damning stains on a quilt. The 
poor fool never thought of washing the blood 
from his own hands. 

Ficke, who was, of course, greatly startled by 
the discovery he had made, hasteued to call the 
8 who were soou tlocking about Cell 25.

use be could put the clumsy contrivance. That 
he was finally seized by the devilish notion of 
battering out his companion’s brains the sequel 
too well shows. There can be no telling of the 
stealth and cunning resorted to by the fellow to 
prevent resistance or detection. None of tne 
other prisoners beard the least thing unusual 
during the night. 

In the afternoon Prindell was ied out and 
shown once more the corpse of his victim. He 
only looked at it and laughed. 

A TRIBUNE reporter visited the bridewell in 
the evening and managed, aftera great deal of 
trouble and questioning, to get Prindell to 
acknowledge that he had killed Clark. Twice he 
said to the reporter “I did it,’ „1 did n.“ 

When asked why he did it be only shook bis 
head and after that he could not be induced to 
acknowledge the killing. How did you get all 
that blood on your hands?“ was asked of bim, 
and quick as flagh came the answer, ‘‘My nose, 
my nose.“ at the same time indicating with one 
of his hands that his nose had bied. Prindell’s 
supper was brought to him at this juncture, and 
he ate it with great gusto and evident relish. 

Clark was a married man, having a wife and 
four children living in the vicinity of Church 
street and the Aiton Kailroad track. He was a 
railroad laborer, and bis face was a new one at 
the bridewell. 

Prindell, from the disconnected statements 
made by him, bas parents livmg in Erie, Pa., or 
in Bavaria, 8 When the reporter asked 
him why the policeman arrested him for dis- 
orderly conduct, Prindell replied that he had 
slept in box-cars and got covered with »louses.“

IN A STATE OF UNCERTAINTY. 

The Mayor has almost concluded that he can- 
not go to Europe, as contemplated, notwith- 
standing be had made every arrangement.

They talked pulitics, of course, and ex- 
changed views as to his Honor's prospects for 
the United States Senate, from which the best 
derived very little satisfaction. The Mayor aa- 
vanced the idea that tne Germans would be gen- 
erally led over to the Democracy on the pronibi- 
tion question, but Mr. Oberly, who evidentiy 
knew whereof be spoke, took issue with him by 
saying that in his travels be had found them as 
stanch as ever, and by expressing the belief 
that if the Democrats expected to carry the 
Legisiature by that vote they would find them- 
seives Kreatly mistaken in the end. “In our 


town,” (Bloomington) he went on to say, “the. 


Germans are Republicans as of old, and the 
prohibition question cuts no figure’’, and in the 
course of his further conversation he conveyed 
the idea that it was nonsense for the Democrats 
to undertake to raise the prohibition question, 
for the reason that in some of the strongest 
German sections they were the prohibition 
party, and. on the whole, hia Honor received 
very littie comfort.

A WOMAN FROM TEXAS. 


She Has Returned to Syracuse, N. V., to 
Obtain Possession of Valuable Heal 
Estate to Which She Claims Title.

Syracuse, N. Y., July 26.—There has been 
great excitement here today over the an- 
nouncement that a woman from Texas had 
begun asuit on a claim she alleges to hold 
upon seventeen acres of land in the very 
heart of Syracuse. The claim is an old one, 
and will be contested to the bitter end. It 
will be ane of the most important cases that 
has ever gone into the courts of this State— 
one that involves a sum of money that can be 
counted by the millions, and almost rivaling 
the celebrated Myra Gaines suit in New 

Orleans some time ago. It appears that 

agood many years aga J. B. Ives wasa 

resident of this city, and owned a large tract 
of land in the neighborhood of Forman 

Park, an aristocratic locality, and that he 

died, leaving a widow named Ann Eliza 

Ives, asister of the late James B. Noxon, a 

prominent Supreme Court Justice. Mr. 

lves died in October, 1863, and at that time 
the property was valued at $1,000 an acre, 
whereas now itis worth more than twenty 
times that amount, and Mrs. Ives now calls 
for an undivided dower right in the property, 


and has brought suit in the Supreme 


Court to bring about a settlement. In her 
complaint she sets forth that her husband 
died near Clarksville, Red River County, 
Tex., intesta and that she thereupon be- 
came entitled to the dower in the equal un- 
divided one-half of the lands mentioned 
above, and she therefore prays that her dower 
may be admeasured and assigned to her, and 
that she may be made good for damages sus- 
tained from the detention of the property. 
Mrs. Ives’ advent in Syracuse was a 
surprise to ber friends, but she 
has come with a full determination to 
have what she calls her rights, even to 
the discomfiture of a hundred or more people 
who have built houses on the park, one of 
the handsomest places in the county. Every 
scheme known to the newspaper fraternit 

has been adopted to get an interview wit 

the woman, but at no time have any of the 
schemes worked. She has been kept out of 
sight for fear of the consequences of an 
interview with those whom she proposes to 
proceed against. She said that her husband 
never made a will, owing to his mental con- 
dition for months preceding death, 
and that for months she has 
been attem pting to get sufficient 
evidence of the exact condition of the prop- 
erty here before tak the initial step. 
Whether her claim is a just one remains to 
de seen. There are rumors that she is not 
what she represents herself to be, and that 
her entire proceeding is one of the boldest 
attempts to defraud 1 of this city 
that was ever concocted. Mrs. Ivesis a 
shrewd woman, and age has interfered very 
little with her brightness. She has very lit- 
tle to say, and refuses to talk with 
any one who is directly interested 
in the case, which she has placed in 
the hands of competent attorneys. She 
gives an evasive answer to all questions 
touching upon the last hours and death of 
her husband, which occured 80 many years 


ago. Those whom Mrs. Ives claims as rel- - 


atives here say that she recalls occurrences 
ofthe past with which they are familiar 
with a great deal of accuracy, and it is upon 
the statement, they say, that they are relying 
for the truth of the story. The first suit in 
the series has been begun against Charles J. 
Johnson, who lives at the corner of 
Almond and East Genesee streets, being a 
portion of the disputed ground. Mr. John- 
son has put up a fine house, and, until he 
was served with Mrs. Ives’ complaint, sup- 
posed that he was the sole owner of the 

lace. Mrs. Ives’ complaint has wrought 
him up to the highest pitch of excitement, 
and the County Clerk’s records are being 
searched for several years back for the pur- 
pose of getting at the truth of the matter. 
The contest will be watched with the great- 
est interest.

Announcement of Archbishop Fee 
han's Elevation to the 
Cardinalate. 


The Faithful Hereabouts Highly Pleased 
Over the Prelate’s Deserved 
Promotion.

Biographical Sketch of the Distin 
guished Churchman. 


A dispatch from London received yesterday 
stated without any qualification whatever and 
as if based on authority that Archbishop Patrick 
A. Feehan, of Chicago, would be appointed a 
Cardinal at the next consistory. This practical 
recognition by the Head of the Church of the 
claims of this city to recognition in the highest 
Catholic body created much stir among mem- 
bers of that faith, and on all sides expressions of 
gratulation were heard. 

A prominent Catholic layman was questioned 
by a TRIBUNE reporter as to whether anything 
was known in Chicago of the proposed elevation 
of the Archbishop to the Sacred College. He 
said that no facts were known other than that 
some weeks ago it had been rumored that a Co- 
adjutor or Auxiliary Bishop was to be soon ap- 
pointed to assist Archbishop Feehan in the per- 
formance of his constantly-increasing duties. 
The speaker was inclined for this and other 
reasons to give fall credence to the dispatch, 
which appeared to have been put forth by au- 
thority, 

* What will be the result here of the change if 
it shall occur?’ 

“The promotion of Archbishop Feehan to a 
Cardinalate will gtve the liveliest satisfaction to 
both the clergy and laity of the church through- 
out the diocese. It is (if the report be correct) a 
concession to the feeling of American Catholics, 
that the marvellous growth of the church in this 
country should be recognizec by the Holy See. 
It is not many years since the first and only 
American Cardinal was named, and New York 
then was given the honor in the person of Cardi- 
nal McCloskey. This diocese is the next largest 
in the United States to that of New York and 


is the 
CENTRE OF WESTERN CATHOLICISM. 

Some have thought that Archbishop Gibbons, of 
Baltimore, would be chosen, but the East is 
already represented. If the West was to have a 
Cardinal Chicago could not be ignored. The 
only competitors would be St. Louis or Oincin- 
nati, but affairs in those dioceses have not 
worked so smoothly as they might, while in Chi- 
cago since the coming of Archbishop Feeban 
the business of the church has moved on with- 
out friction. The ee yee has shown him- 
self capable and earnest, aud bas worked enthu- 
siasticaily for the advancement of the faith. He 
is respected and beloved by all, and the honor 
that is to be paid him by the Sovere Pontiff 
will be appreciated by all the Catholics in the 
diocese.’ 

“Will Archbish p Feehan’s advancement 
make any change in the management of eccle- 
siastica! affairs in Chicago?” 

“Not a great deal. The honor is a personal 
one. The Archbishop will pérform bis functions 
as before, but will doubtless be y 
an auxiliary Bishop. I think that in all prob- 
ability Father Conway, the present Vicar-Gen- 
eral, will be advanced to the Episcopacy, and 
probably Father John Waldron, who is univer- 
sally recognized as a first-class business-man, 
will be made Vicar-General, and intrusted with 
the control of the temporal affairs of the 
diocese. There has been some talk about 
other changes, asta the formation of a new 
Episcopal Diocese in Western Iowa, with Coun- 
cil Bluffs as the See city. The name of the Rev. 
P. W. Reardon has been mentioned in this con- 
nection, and if he should be advanced to the 
Episcopacy other changes would follow. But 
these are matters of speculation, and I doubt if 
you will de able to obtain in Chi an 
in the shape of authority on the subject.”

He is aman of humbileness and bhumil- 
ity, contented with little and always giad to 
give for the good of the churches. He is plain 
and unassuming. His whole career is well 
known in Rome, and he is the most fitting man

“ Will this appointment make any cLange in 
the administration of this diocese?” 

“The change from Archbishop to Cardinal 
will only be an elevation of title—an elevation 
from a Lord toa Prince of the church, and will 
involve no change in the management of the 
diocese.

A Stepmother in Pennsylvania Put Out 
of the Way by Her Two Stepdaugh- 


ters. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 


Prrrspura, Pa., July 26.—A rumor has 
been floating around here for a day or two of 
a dreadful crime at Waynesburg, in Wash- 
ington County, this State, about sixty miles 
from Pittsburg, but nothing definit could be 
learned about it until today. A family 
named Stearns resides at Waynesburg, con- 


sisting of husband, wife, and two daughters. 


The woman is Stearns’ second wife. For a 


long time the girls have been on bad terms 
with their stepmother, and in this they were 
sustained by their father. A few days ago 
Mrs. Stearns disappeared suddenly, and 
after a day or two her ab- 
sence began to de remarked by 
the neighbors. When questioned, the Stearns 


girls manifested a great deal of uneasiness, | 


and at last a definit suspicion that they knew 
more than they wished to tell permeated the 
neighborhood. The girls were made aware 
of this very soon, and finally one of them ad- 
mitted to one of her acquaintances that she 
and her sister had poisoned their mother with 
arsenic, and that, after death, they had 
secreted the body. This horrible story was 
at once told to the authorities, but before an 
officer arrived the girl who had not confessed 
the crime became alarmed and left the house. 
Her sister was arrested and lodged in jail at 
Waynesburg yesterday. Officers are in pur- 
suit of the other girl, and she, too, will be ar-

with the greatest positiveness that, the girls 
becom dissatisfied with the comparatively 
slow action of the poison and fearing discov- 
ery before their unnatural crime was com- 
pleted, one of them held the writhing form 
of the poisoned woman while the other drove 
a large nail through her breast, and thus 
hastened her death. Neither of the 
girls is over 18 years. of age, 
and had, up to the commission of this crime, 
stood well in society.

The crime is unprecedented in the annals of 
the county, and there will be no rest for the 
authorities until the fullest investigation has

The Produce Markets Steadier, but Averaged Lower 
in Prices—Provisions Dull, Especially 
Meats. 


Wheat and Corn Lower on Fine Weather, but 
Reacted on Account of Smaller 
Receipts. 


FINANCIAL. 


The bull movement apparently came to one of 
those pauses which occur in every weil-regu- 
lated advance. The public had bought an im- 
mense amount of stocks, and thought the time 
had come to pocket some of the profits. The 
insiders have been selling freely, and wished to 
make one of those turns in the market by which 
insiders live. Brokers had loaded up with very 
full lines of stocks on margins, and encouraged 
their customers to lighten the burden by selling. 
Prices had reached sucha point that new buy- 
ers would not. come in except at a reaction. 
Under the combined influence of these various 
causes, the upward momentum of Wall street 
seems to be temporarily arrested, and the 
downward plunges ot some of the 
more speculative securities showed that 
the natural and artificial causés which were 
at work to force a decline were successtul. But 
there is nothing to support the idea that the 
market has reached the end of the rise which 
would naturally follow the magnificent crops of 
this year. There are conservative operators 
who look to see prices as high as those of 1880. 

The market opened weak and closed weak. At 
one time it looked very strong, and higher prices 
seemed to be promised at once, but they did not 
come. Money was easy at 3½ per cent. 

The whole stock market was unfavorably 
affected by the report in the Herald that the 
operations of Jersey Central since the Kecciver- 
ship had resulted iu a deficit of over $7,000,000, 

Chieago brokers reported few new orders to 
buy. A large proportion of the business dove 
consisted in selling to realize profits. One bad 
feature was the growing disposition to put stop 
orders behind stocks. ‘These introduée a great 
element of weakness into the market. The ex- 
istence of these stop orders becomes known to 
tue professional operators on the exchange, and 
they go “ gunning” for them, often with suc- 
cess. 

Reports of a heavy storm in the West were 
used to depress stocks. The report was not con- 
firmed but the effect of its circulation was to 
show that the market was in a conditian to be 
affected by unfavorable rumors. A week ago 
nothing would have given pause to the speculat- 
ors. 

Northern Pacific earnings the first two weeks 
of Juiy increased $198,000; for the third week the 
increase was over $100,000. Missouri Pacific 
earnings increased, the third week in July, 
$73,000. 

Wall street throws out intimations ot an ugly 
money market in August and September, and of 
a couseqnent scrutiny of collaterals that will be 
searching.

It will require larger ex- 
ports than we can safely count upon to bring 
about a favorable balance of trade, if imports 
are to continue at this rate. The New York 
banks will have important reinforcements next 
week, for the Treasury will then disburse $3,600,- 
000 for interest on the extended 5 per cents, and 
a much larger sum for so many of the 813.000. 
000 of bonds as may be presented under the call 
maturing Aug. 1. The amount of called bands 
redeemed last week was only. $776,600, of which 
$235,450 was of the caii which matured July 1, 
$363,500 of the one which matured in June, and 
the rest of older calis. Hence the amount re- 
deemed this week will probably be unimportant. 
Wall street gossip said that the important feat- 
ure of the stock market Tuesday was the sud- 
den sale of about 50,000 shares of various sorts 
by Keene, all of which were thrown over rd 
during the first half hour’s business in the room. 
A world of long stocks were aiso sold out by 
other parties, and a good many stop-orders were 
trapped on the reaction. The stocks, however, 
were well taken, and it was believed that the sales 
would not be felt to any appreciable extent in 
Wednesday's market. Keene continues to talk 
bullish to his friends, but he is that sort of a 
trader that he may make a successful scoop in 
the other direction at any time that it may ap- 
pear to his interest to do so. Goud, it was stated, 
sold Reading and Jersey Central heavily, and 
the bears on the latter had stories in circulation 
in the board that fresh irregularities of large 
proportions bad recently been discovered in 
Lathrop's accounts of last year. Mr. Gould’s 
brokers bought back on scale orders a large 
amount of Kansas & Texas and Texas Pacific. 
It was reported from Saratoga that Cammack 
heiped the drive at the market, and that be put 
out alone 40,000 shares of various kinds for short 
account. Severalof the prominent leaders on 
the bull side in the general market said that 
they had sold none of their stocks upon the re- 
centrise, and they intended tohold on for much 
higher figures a little later on. The new buil 
pool in Illinois Central predict 150 for it, but 
they did not attempt to do anything with it. 
Saratoga is very bullish, especially on the Van- 
derbilts. Vanderbilt, in conversation with a re- 
porter, said he was confident of a big railroad 
business for the rest of the year, and the trafic 
had already increased largely and would soon be 
very heavy. Regarding the arbitrator's report 
on differential rates he was done with the whole 
question, as he bad agreed to abide thereby. 
the business-men of New York were satisfied he 
was. The battle had cost the New York Central 
a million of dotlars, and he was sick of the whole 
question. 
Kiernan’s News-Letter said the Keene party 
had been heavy sellers. Twenty brokers were 
alleged to have been employed.

Wheat was depressed early by rather 
free deliveries on July contracts, but reacted 
when t was found that receipts were much 
smaller here and reported that farmers’ deliv- 
eries show a material decrease on reduced prices. 
Tuesday’s rumor that there was more wheat on 
track than could be inspected proved to be a 
freak of the imagination, and probably a wicked 
one aut that. Corn was in smaller supply and 
moderate demand at a little better prices, but 
closed tame. Oats were stronger all round, ex- 
cept on cash lots. Rye was steady, and barley 
again wenk. The foreign grain markets 
tended downward. Mess pork closed lic higher.

for September. Lard closed 244@5c lower, at 
12.2245 bid for August and 612.37 12.40 seller 
September. Short ribs ciosed lO lower, at 
$12.274.@12.50 seller September. Spring wheat 
closed tirmer, at $1.28 bid seller the month. Red 
winter wheat closed 4c lower, at $1.02 bid for 
car-lots. Regular wheat closed ne lower, 
at SI. OGL seller July and 99'4@99%;c seller 
August. Corn closed easier, at 77% bid seller 
July and 764@76%c for August. Oats closed 
unchanged forcash, %c higher for the month. 
and „e higher for August, at 560 for spot, 5x@ 
%% for the month. and 38%@39c for August. 
Rye closed 4,@ le lower, at 65%@66c for August 
and 67';@68%c for September. Barley closed Ic 
lower for September delivery, with store lots 
entirely nominal. Hogs were firmer at $7.70@

at $2. 

The pir for dry goods continues small. 
though not exceptionally so for the time of 
year. There is a steady flow of smali orders for 
miscellaneous articles to keep up assortments. 
Prices remain steady. In the boot and choc 
market there was continued quiet, and there 
was also u slow trade in clothing and millinery 
goods. No changes took place in the grocery 
market. A fair and improving business is in 
progress, and the prevaicnt feeling is firm. 
Dried fruits remain quiet, but prices show con- 
tinued firmness. Fish met with a fair share of 
attention and were firm. Prices of dairy 
products were easy but not appreciably lower. 
Receipts both of butter and cheese are now in 
excess of the demand. Dealers in oils report a 
fair movement at steady prices. Bagging re- 
mains firm. Coal was held as last quoted. 

Broom-corn is moving fairly at quotations. 
Report from the growing crop outside of Illinois 
are very favorable. In green fruits berries were 
steady, grapes more pienty at 10c per lb, and ap- 
pies and peaches unchanged, the former coming 
in more liberaliy and in better condition. Eggs 
were firmer at 18@18%ec per doz. Hides show a 
little m activity in green-cured, which are 
coming ii®Blowly. No marked improvement in 
the trade is anticipated ustil the leather mar- 
ket, which is notably sluggish, shall show more 
life.

Rail freights were reported steady on the basis 
of 25c per 100 Ibs of grain and 30c on provisions 
from Chicago to New York. Through to Liver- 
pool was reported nominal.

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, ‘Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit reported yester- 
day aggregated 675,000 bu. Theshfpments from 
the samc points were reported at 617,000 bu. The 
shipments reported from New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore were 250,000 bu.

Only dilearloads of winter wheat were in- 


spected into store in this city yesteraay morning 


On the supposition that 300 car-loads were left 
over on Tuesday, only seventy-one cars came in 
yesterday morning. Of course this was not so. 
The 300 car-loads was a mistake, and apparently 
mistake made on vurpose by parties anx- 
ious to bear the market. It is a pity that the 
authors of such rumors cannot be punished as 
they deserve. 


The receipts of corn reported in New York 
yesterday were only 525 bu, and the shipments 
21,000 bu. 

Rye at 66c and corn at 780, with the same num- 
ber of lbs to the bu in each case, is either cheap 
for the former or dear for the latter. There is 
no speculation in rye; that is what is the matter 
with it. 

The Directors of the Board of Trade have 
fixed upon $1.10 per bu as the value of No. 2 
spring wheat in July for “ marginal purposes.“ 
This does not mean that $1.10 is supposed to be 
the actual value, but simply that the shorts can 
call margins down to 10 per cent below that 
point, which makes the protective figure doe per 
bu. 


It is an old saying that one never knows the 
value of a thing till one is about to lose it.“ The 
wisdom of the proverb is proven in the history 
of the spring-wheat market inthis city. For 
many years people bere acted as if they believed 
that red winter wheat Was worth 5@8c per bu 
more than No.2 spring for miliing purposes. 
They always referred to red winter wheat as the 
standard of excellence, though there was a lin- 
gering tradition to the effect that a bri of spring 
wheat flour would take up more water, and there- 
fore make more bread than a bri of winter flour. 
But that illusion has recently been dispelled by 
certain exhaustive experiments made in New 
York. In the face of this, however, 
now that we are losing our trade 
in spring wheat, it is discovered to be much 
the most valuable of the two. It is held, by the 
owners, at a premium of 30 per cent, and even 
the Directors of the Board of Trade deem it 


worth 12% per cent more than the other, for

The Canadian Customs Laws. 

By reference to a dispatch in these columns from 
Kingston it will be seen that the owners of the 
schooners Emerald and Cummings have fallen 
victims to the outrageous customs laws of Can- 
ada, and beeu compelled to pay duties on grain 
that they did not take to that port. A few more 
eases like the Emerald and Cummings will cause 
vessel-owners to refuse to take grain to that 
port, and in fact to any other Canadian port 
where the same specics of highway robbery is 
practiced. Were these two cases the first ones 
in which duties have been squeezed out for grain 
that was not on board the vessels it might rea- 
sonabiy be thought that there was some mistake 
on the part of the Canadian customs officials, but 
they are not. And more, the robbery, because 
itis nothing else, has been approved of by the 
Canadian Government. Vessel-owners, as a 
class, ure willing to pay reasonable taxes, but 
when they find they are being “held up” are 
ready to ight for their rights. They have the 
remedy in their own hands. If the Canadian 
Governmentiinsists on robbing them let them 
refuse to carry cargoes to Canadian ports. They 
can better afford to let their vessels lie idle than 
to be compelled tc pay all their ‘earnings to a 
people that are seeking their custom only to rob 
them in the end. If Canadian business-men ex- 
pect to retain what grain business they have al- 
ready secured from Awerican ports they must 
force their Gpvernment to repeal its “ stand- 
and-deliver’’) customs laws. We doubt very 
much whether American vessel-owners will 
again be anxious to charter their vessels to take 
grain to Kingston in view of the outrageous rob- 
ber) of the Emerald and Cummings, ana other 
vessels before them, there this season. 


How the Schooner Explorer Was Sunk 
in Georgiayg Bay. 

The last seen of the schooner Explorer in the 
fall of 18457, acvording to the Port Huron Times, 
was when she left Goderich Bay for Georgian 
Bay with a stock of goods to trade with the In- 
dians. In thé latter part of November John 
Waddel, who owned and sailed ber, returned to 
Goderich and thence to Port Huron, and told a 
woeful story tb the effect that the schooner had 
been struck with asquall and knocked on her 
beam ends, causing: the cargo to shift; and that 
the two sailors, contrary to his wishes, went 
into the hold for the purpose of rolling some 
barrels to the windward and righting the vessel: 
thut soon after anotber gust of wind struck the 
schooner and jshe rolled over and sunk, taking 
down with her ithe sailors that were in the hold. 
He claimed that he escaped by cutting the 
yaw! loose with his knife. Waddel subsequently 
collected the insurance, in l over $4,000. In 
the spring of 1868 Waddel ved to Goderich. 
It was noticed|that he made frequent trips to 
the north shore with his boy, who was about 12 
years old, in a Small boat, and on one of these 
voyages in 1879 the boat was capsized and Wad- 
del and bis son were drowned. Five or six years 
agoa fisherman while entering Tober Murray 
Harbor, at Cape Hurd, when the water was un- 
usually clear, discovered a sunken schooner in 
about 100 feet of water, which at the time was 


thought to be the Explorer, but, Waddel being 
dead, no steps were taken to unravel the mys- 


tery. About two weeks ago Capt. H. N. Jex. of 
Port Huron, | began to raise the unknown 
schooner wi the stceam-carge Victoria. 


In ten days be succeeded, and found her, as 
suspected, to be the Explorer. She had 
been stripped; of her cunvas, ber cargo 
taken out, about fifteen tons of stone placed on 
board, and a dogen inch-and-a-balt auger- holes 
bored im her centre-board box close down to the 
keel. The doors of the cabin were found to be 
securely locked, and the ey | of one of the sail- 
ors, covered with moss, was found in the cabin, 
askylight of which bad been broken in some 
way; anditis thought the other body floated 
out. It is reasonble to suppose that W addef, at- 
ter getting the sailors to heip bim to secure the 
cargo, canvas, etc., was afraid to trust them 
with the secret.| By the aid of whisky or drugs 
he succeeded in locking them in the cabin, and 
then be let in the water. Ira Lewis, of Goder- 
ich, bought the Explorer of the insurance com- 

anies that bad the risk on her, and paid Capt. 

N. Jex for bringing the schooner to Goderich, 
where she now lies. She is about sixty tons 
burden. and was built in the year 1866 at Chat- 
bam, Out., and dlassed A 1, costing about $4,000. 
She will be refitted, and placed in the Lake Hu- 
rod trade at once.

Toronto, July 26.—A circular from Duluth in- 
vites the presence of Canada delegates on 
Aug. 15 at Duluth to consider the question of 
water connection between Lake Superior and 
the Northwest. The Globe, in referring to the 
project, say: There may be something or 
nothing in the proposal to connect Lake Supe- 
rior with the Red River by canal. The pro- 
moters of the scheme, who will meet at Duluth 
in August next, say that less than forty miles of 
cutting will bave to be done in order to make a 
continuous water-way from Duluth to Grand 
Forks, Dak., and of course all along the 
courses of the Red River, the two Saskatchewans, 
the Assiniboine, their confluents, etc., ge. Itis 
not pretended that there is as yet any Gccurate 
knowledge as to the possibility of the canal 
being .cut, or ne Se when it is cut. If it 
turns out on exp tion that a canal can be 
mude with a continuous ascent or descent from 
either end, or that if the canal must have a sum- 
mit level, there is a water-supply sufficient to 
feed it both ways, the canal will, perhaps, be 
bullt.

Coke on Locomotives, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaao, July 25.—As might have been ex- 
pected, the use of coke on locomotives is a fail- 
ure. The same will probably be the case with 
anthracite. As they are now made, boilers re- 
quire a fuel burning with a long, hot flame. You 
cannot get that from anthracite. There are 
better chances of success with naphtha or the 
heuvy petroleum oils. The heating power of 
carbon oils ranges from three to three anda 
haif times—perhaps more—than that of the 
average soft coal. It js easy to make burners 
where the hot vapors of these oils mixed with 
the proper amount of air can be consumed to 
the best advantage without smoke. 

About twenty-five years ago Napoleon III.. 
fully aware of the importance of reducing the 
bulk of fuel in marine steamers intended for 
long voyages, put at the disposal of my friend, 
Mr. H. Ste. Claire-Deville, the necessary funds to 
experiment on the use of the beavy petroleum 
olis instead of soft coal. Mr. Deville invented an 
apparatus where the perfect combustion of that 


kind of fuel was secured; be titted it on board a 
yacht, which made several successful trips on 
the Seine at Paris. 

For causes foreign to its intrinsic value, the 
invention never was applied as originally in- 
tended. ‘However, I may say that Devilie's 
furnace is used to some extent in France with 
tubular boilers. Manufacturers and chemists 
use it also for melting, baking, and cupeiling, 
ete., and in other operations where u steady 
and uniform heat is required; the results are 
really excelient.

St. JonN, Newfoundland, July 13.—The seal 
fishery of 1882, now that all returns are in, 
proves to be ove of the most disastrous on record. 

o total number of seais landed at St. John has 
been only 139,322. bout 10,000 or 12,000 have 
been landed elsewhere, s0 that the total catch 
will not much exceed 150,000 sls. Last year 
447.902 seals were taken; in 1880 the catch was 
low, but it reached 223,706 seals; in 1877 it 
amounted to 451,678; in 1874, 308,366; 
278, Na; in 1871. 7.0. Since the year 1815 the 
Catch bas not fallen below 213,000 seals till the 
{present year. In 1843 it was 651,376seals; in 1844, 
| 685,530; in 1850, 598,860. In 1855 the catch fell to 
298,083, but in 1858 rose to 507,624. In 1860 it was 
444,202, and in 1862, 268,624. Uo the whole, it may 
be safely affirmed that, though very fluctuating, 
‘our seal fishery has not materially deciined as 
yet. The failure of this year was caused by the 
heavy masses of ice which blockaded the coast. 


‘Such au ice-blockade has not been seen for fifty |

PROHIBITION AND POLITICS, 


A Rattling Letter from the President 
of the Prohibition Alliance 
of Missouri. 
He Avews Himself a Democrat and Shows that 
the Democratic Party Cannot Afford to ** Go 
Back On” Prohibition Principles. 


To the Editor of the St. Louis Glohe-Democrat. 

WARRENSBURG, Mo., July 23.—As a Dem- 
ocrat, and President of the Prohibition Alli-

In your issue of yesterday you furnish 
some interesting facts on the subject of party 
relations to this question, and in an editorial 
warn the brewers against drawing party 
lines upon this question. I desire to call at- 
tention to some other facts bearing upon this 
subject. The efforts of Mr. Vestin his now 
celebrated letter, as well as those of the Ne- 
publican and Sedalia Democrat, to make 
the Republican party to father prohibitory 
legislation are without foundation in fact. 

Maine was a Democratic State when her 
prohibitory law was enacted in 1846 and 
amended in 1851. Vermont had a Demo- 
cratic Governor when her law was passed. 
The Supreme Court ot the United States 
was Democratic, with Taney at its head, 
when this law was first declared 
constitutional. The Deniocratic Supreme 
Court of Missouri has so decided. Then 
what extreme folly for the whisky wing 1 
the Democratic party to contiue to throw out 
the “sop” of sumptuary jaw and individual 
liberty“ to catch the German vote?

‘They did 
not know that there was nota single sump- 
tuary statute upon any statute-book in the 
United States; that such astatute would be 
prohibited by the Constitution itself, while 
this amendment had been declared constitu- 
tional over and over again by the Supreme 
Courts of many States, including our own:

in our platform at Cincinnati was only a 
single note from the lyre of Orpheus to lull 
to sleep the Cerberus of the drunkard’s hell. 
Again, in addition tw all this, let not Demo-

As you showin your issue of yesterday, 
out of twenty-eight Democratic Senators and 
105 Democrats in the House in 1879, eight of 
these Senators and sixty-three Democratic 
members of the Llouse voted for the submis- 
sion, Some of those absent by leave were 
favorable and others had not the moral cour- 
age to meet the issue. 

In 188l, in the House, out of sixty-three for 
the amendment, thirty-seven were Demo- 
crats.

MUSICAL MANIACS. 


Extravagant Tendencies of the Wagner 
School of Music. 
Temple Bar (London). 

To quote all the downright nonsense which 
the apostles of the “Prophet” publish in 
order to insure the people's adoration in the 
measuré which Wagner thinks due to him- 
self, wohld be most unprofitable and unnec- 
essary. But it is curious to see to what an in- 
sane degree exaggerated enthusiasm may be 
driven when in reality based upon no sincere 
convictions, and only bent to pull beyond all 
limit a man whose great qualities are just in 
the inverted ratio underrated by many be- 
cause they are so systematically, and as a 
very instlt to common sense, overrated by 
„the few select,“ who fancy that to them 
oniy is an insight and an understanding 
of this superhuman genius conceded. I will 
pass over the doctrine which one Mr. Woll- 
zogen laid down, that only those who adore 
Wagner have a right to judge his work. 
Because says this Chancellor to the Emper- 
or ot Music, to judge Wagner you must 
know him, and to know him is to adore him.”’ 
Quod demonstrandum erat. Just like the 
sophists proved that it could never be veri- 
fied whether the inhabitants of Mycen were 
truthfulipeople or not; because, said they, 
„Aretas. an inhabitant of Mycen, says that 
they are all liars, It so, he, who is an in- 
habitant of Mycenew, isa liar, too. In this 
cas@ What he says cannot be believed, and if 
so nonelisaliar. But if none is a liar, he, 
an inhalitant, is not a liar either. IIis words 
therefore deserve credepce, and then they all 
must be liars.”’

Anyway, another apostle, a Mr. Hagen, 
goes eveh a trifle further and beats every- 
thing that has been said in praise of Richard 
Wagner, because he shows how far, once 
launched, flattery may go. I give his own 
words in the following translation: Look 
up, dust- born humanity, to the sunny light! 
‘There ydu see Plate, you see Kant, you see 
Schopenhauer, those solitary geniuses of all 
times, all powerful and gigantic. Yet above 
all these towers one genius over them— 
— 9 — Hail to thee, Plato; hail 
to thee, Kant; and to thee hail, Schopen- 
hauer. Hail to all of you old geniuses; but 
three times hail to you, Wagner!” One 
would fancy they are lunatics: but the finest 
part of their demonstration is to see how 
utterly false are their comparisons and idol- 
atries. It pleases them, for instance, 
to compare Wagner to Schopenhauer, 
the philosopher. bu not only has 
Schopenhauer’s philosophy, treating hu- 
man will as the source of all evil, 
and acting against one’s own will as the only 
consolation and escape trom evil, nothing 
whatever to do with music, but what Scho- 
penhauer occasionally says about music is 
totally different from what Wagner affects to 
lay down as the principle of the “new art.“ 
Wagner says that until now all the musicians 
—himselt included in his first operas—have 
been wrong. The music must be entirely 
subsefvient to the text. The word is every- 
thing, the singer ought only to speak and the 
orchestra to sing. Schopenhauer, in a chap- 
ter refefring to music, «<listinctly says: 
Music, far from being a mere support of 
poetry ad an independent art, the most pow- 
erful, to my thinking, of all the arts. II 
music were made too subseryient to the 
words it would speak a language which is 
notitsown. Of such a mistake nobody kept 
so clear as did Rossini; thatis why his music 
speaks its own language.“
